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Schools show marked 
improvement

SEVENTEEN failing schools have 
been ‘turned round’ in the last 
18 months after the county 
council launched an ambitious 
strategy to improve the quality 
of teaching in Northampton¬ 
shire schools. 

The news was revealed at a 
County Hall press conference on 
Tuesday. 

It follows a damning review last 
year when 27 schools across the 
county were found by OfSTED 
inspectors to be in need of spe¬ 
cial measures to improve or were 
given notice to improve. 

As a result Northamptonshire 
County Council launched its 
school improvement strategy last 
September. 

The plan included providing 
more support for headmasters, 
raising the standard of teaching 
and learning and providing wider 
children’s services around 
schools. 

More extreme measures such as 
merging successful schools with 
weaker ones - including Wood- 
vale Primary with Sunnyside 
Primary - and partnerships bet¬ 
ween Northampton School for 
Boys and Weavers School, 
Wellingborough were adopted. 

Unity College’s transformation 
into an academy was also part of 
the plan. 

County Hall confirmed this

week that there are now eight pri¬ 
mary schools and two secondary 
schools in OfSTED categories to 
improve. 

Cllr Andrew Grant, portfolio 
holder for children and young 
people said: “It was clear in 
January 2008 that schools had to 
improve. 

“We were not putting the effort 
in to improve these schools. 

“We wanted to go out and give 


our children the best education 
they could get. Schools coming 
out of special measures is essen¬ 
tial and great strides have been 
taken to reduce the number of 
schools in OfSTED categories. 

“We are committed to ensuring 
that our schools provide the best 
education, and it is imperative 
that the schools do the best they 
can.” 

Paul Burnett, director for chil¬ 
dren and young people, pictured, 
took up the role in October 2007. 

He said: “I must give credit to 
the staff in schools. They have 
worked hard to get themselves 
out of the ‘must improve’ cate¬ 
gories, and that has been a mas¬ 
sive effort.” 

Improvements have also come 
from schools who were not in the 
OfSTED categories. 

Mr Burnett said: “There has also 
been an increase in the number 
of outstanding schools, good 
schools and satisfactory schools 
in the county, so we are improv¬ 
ing across the board. 

“The way in which schools have 
been working together has really 
helped. Outstanding schools 
have been working with the other 
schools to help them improve. 

“Looking to the future, we have 
set ourselves a very challenging 
target. We will be ‘going for gold’ 
in 2012. We want to be in the top 
three of similarly grouped local 
authorities. 

“We want our children and 
young people to be the best.”

School admissions 
must be put right

GOING to a feeder school is not 
enough to guarantee a place at 
the secondary school, but living 
nearby gives children more of a 
priority. 

Admissions guidelines to com¬ 
munity secondary schools 
revealed that going to a feeder 
primary school is the last priori¬ 
ty behind specialist needs, living 
in the area and having siblings at 
the school. 

The policies and priorities are 
decided almost 18 months 
before the youngsters begin their 
first term at secondary school. 

The situation has been high¬ 
lighted recently with MP Brian 
Binley giving his support to a 
group of parents and children 


who were not given a place at 
Caroline Chisholm School in 
Wootton Fields. 

Paul Burnett, director for chil¬ 
dren and young people at 
Northamptonshire County 
Council said: “The county coun¬ 
cil is responsible for community 
schools, and this includes 
Caroline Chisholm. 

“We have to set very clear crite¬ 
ria. These criteria have to be set 
18 months before the children 
start at school. 

“If schools are undersub¬ 
scribed, then everybody gets in, 
but unfortunately, Caroline 
Chisholm is oversubscribed. We 
will always have situations where 
parents will want their children 
to go to popular schools, but 
regrettably, it is not always possi¬ 
ble. 


“For the children and parents, 
it is a very distressing time, but 
all of our secondary schools pro¬ 
vide quality education. 

“Most parents are satisfied with 
the schools once their children 
are settled there.” 

However, Mr Burnett admitted 
priority should go to children 
who go to the feeder schools and 
also live in the area. 

He said: “We have found cases 
where people move to the area 
just to get into the schools. 

“We are proposing that living in 
the area and going to one of the 
feeder schools has a higher pri¬ 
ority. 

“There are seven families tak¬ 
ing action, but we must protect 
the quality of education for the 
other 240 children who are going 
to the school this year.” 


Half of stock lost as ‘immoral’ arsonists torch yard 


ARSONISTS have been blamed 
for starting a fire at Alpha Pallets 
on Monday. 

Northamptonshire Police have 
launched an investigation into 
the arson just metres from train 
lines. 

The incident took place on 
Monday when unknown offend¬ 
ers set fire to up to 30,000 pallets 
in a storage yard. 

Lewis Caple, transport manag¬ 
er at Alpha Pallets was at the 
scene within minutes of hearing 
about the fire. 

He said: “I got the call around 
9pm on Monday. 

“I was near Sixfields so I was 
there within two or three min¬ 
utes. 


“There was a fire engine 
already at the scene and I had to 
unlock the gates to let them in. 

“I was just concentrating on 
getting as much out of the yard 
as I could. 

“I managed to move all the lor¬ 
ries out without any damage, 
before the fire got out of hand. 

“We have lost 50 per cent of 
stock. 

“All of the metal repair sheds 
and storage sheds have been 
ruined and we’ve lost a fork-lift 
truck. 

“We’re now just waiting for the 
insurance to sort out the com¬ 
pensation, but we’re carrying on, 
business as usual, for the sake of 
our customers.” 


Mr Caple was grateful no-one 
got hurt, but said the arsonists 
lack morals. 

He said: “It is happening more 
and more in this economic cli¬ 
mate. These people must be very 
desperate and completely lack 
morals.” 

The incident caused some dis¬ 
ruption to road and rail services. 

Police closed Spencer Bridge 
Road on Monday night to allow 
firefighters to make the area safe 
and a nearby railway line was 
also closed. Both have now 
reopened.

Proposals are a major step forward in helping poor 


THE Government has unveiled 
plans to curb vulture funds 
after a private members bill 
introduced by MP Sally Keeble 
last year. 

Vulture funds are companies 
which buy up the debt of poor 
nations cheaply when it is 
about to be written off and 
then sue for the full value of 
the debt plus interest - which 
might be as much as ten times 
what they paid for it. 

Northampton North MP Mrs 
Keeble introduced a private 
members bill with cross party 


support last year, but the 
Government proposals, pub¬ 
lished in a consultation paper 
on Tuesday, fall short of the 
proposals in her Developing 
Country Debt Bill. 

However, it is believed to be 
the first time any country has 
tried to prevent this type of 
profiteering. Mrs Keeble said: 
“The Government proposals 
would protect 40 of the poorest 
countries in the world from 
exploitation by vulture funds. 
Twelve of these countries have 
already been targets, with a 


total of 54 cases. Three of the 
creditors alone have £1.4 bil¬ 
lion claims against the coun¬ 
tries concerned. 

“It’s also protection for the 
UK public funds that go to the 
heavily indebted poor coun¬ 
tries. At present money that is 
intended to help provide 
schools, hospitals and other 
essential services for poor peo¬ 
ple can be creamed off by the 
vulture funds. Obviously I 
would like the Government to 
go further, but these proposals 
are a major step forward.” 
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Council ready to deal with further flu outbreaks 


CONTINGENCY plans are in place should swine 
flu outbreaks continue when schools return from 
the summer holidays. 

Fears surrounding the disease are yet to sub¬ 
side, with outbreaks still occurring frequently 
across the country. 

Paul Burnett, director for children and young 
people at Northamptonshire County Council 
said plans are in place should serious outbreaks 
happen in schools. 

He said: “We have to keep our plans under 
review. We have managed to keep schools open, 
with the exception of one in Nether Heyford. 

“In the case of an outbreak, we would take 
advice from health colleagues, but we have a six 
week holiday and anything could happen. 

“Schools deal with contagious illnesses all the 
time - the flu, measles, chicken pox. 


“Attendance has been affected more in previous 
years by outbreaks of these illnesses than swine 
flu in recent times. 

“Contingency plans are in place, and we are 
ready for any eventuality.” 

School closures though will inevitably put more 
strain on parents, who may have to take time off 
work to look after children who are not even ill. 

Mr Burnett said: “Generally speaking, we want 
to keep the schools open, but if we were advised 
to close them, it would be for the well-being of 
the children. 

“However, it would obviously affect their par¬ 
ent’s jobs. In the case of an outbreak, we would 
give advice to parents and children if schools 
were closed. We have got a responsibility to look 
after the children and let parents do their jobs.”

Drop in number of 
on-street car sales

AN initiative targeting the sale 
of roadside cars has been 
branded a success. 

Stickers warning of legal action 
have been attached to more than 
100 cars in Northampton hot 
spots, resulting in a considerable 
reduction in the number for sale. 

Officers from the council’s 
Environmental Crime Team, 
working closely with North¬ 
amptonshire Police and Trading 
Standards, have also made 
detailed checks with the DVLA in 
Swansea to track down the own¬ 
ers, leading to 67 warning letters 
being issued. 

One of the main hotspots was 
part of Wellingborough Road, 
adjacent to Abington Park. 

At the start of the campaign 
there were 15 vehicles on the 
roadside, but for the last two 
weeks there have been none. 

Northampton Borough Counc¬ 
illor Trini Crake, cabinet member 
for environment said: “I am 
pleased to say that as a result of 
us taking tough action against 



traders selling cars on public 
roads there has been a marked 
reduction in this illegal practice. 

“We are well aware we will have 
to remain vigilant and will there¬ 
fore be monitoring the situation 
closely.” 

Areas of the town targeted 


included Wellingborough Road, 
Great Billing Way, Kettering 
Road, Kingsthorpe Grove, 
Waveney Way/Mill Lane, Lodge 
Farm/Rye Hill, Bants Lane, 
Abington Grove, Kingsley Road, 
Lancaster Way and London 
Road.

SECOND World War heroes, the 
‘Idle Women’ were the stars of 
BBC’s The One Show this week. 

The women, famous for trans¬ 
porting coal and munitions 
across the UK by barge after their 
menfolk had headed off to war, 
were interviewed by One Show 
presenter Angellica Bell on board 
‘Sculptor,’ a historic narrowboat 
in need of restoration. 

The filming took place in Stoke 
Bruerne where the Idle Women 
found time to enjoy a meal at The 
Boat Inn at lunchtime, before 
carrying on the interviews out¬ 
side the pub. 

The ‘Idle Women’ - the canal 
equivalent of the Land Girls - 
were named after the initials IW, 
standing for Inland Waterways, 
on the badges they wore as they 
carried out their duties. 

The ‘idle’ tag was at first an 
insult aimed at the women by 
long-standing boatmen, but the 
girls adopted it and worked hard 
for the war effort. 

The programme will be aired in 
late August. 


Rules change after medication probe 


SOCIAL workers will be required 
to look into all drugs prescribed 
to children in care and their 
potential side effects. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council has written the new rule 
into its training programmes fol¬ 
lowing a probe into the prescrip¬ 
tion of medication to ‘looked 
after children.’ 

The council investigation was 
launched following a complaint 
by Labour Councillor Mark 
Bullock. 

Cllr Bullock was worried anti¬ 
psychotic drugs were being pre¬ 
scribed to children as young as 11 
without being checked by any 
second party. 

Although the investigation 
found such prescriptions are 
monitored by the council’s Centre 
of Health, it did agree that the dis¬ 
pensing of general medication 
needed greater monitoring. 

A statement released last week 
said: ‘In response to the concerns 
raised by Councillor Bullock, we 
have agreed to ensure that the 
appropriate social worker or carer 
should, in all cases where a child 
is proscribed medication by a GP, 
ask for information about the 
proposed medication and be 


clear about any potential side 
effects. 

‘From this month (July 2009) 
this will be included in the train¬ 
ing programmes for our social 
workers and foster carers.’ 

Cllr Bullock originally raised his 
concerns in an email to the coun¬ 
cil’s director of children and 
young families, Paul Burnett. 

In it he wrote: ‘When doctors 
prescribe medication for myself 
or my child, I am always very 
clear to appropriately challenge 
the doctor as to the benefit that 
his proscribing would have, the 
potential side effects, how long 
the course of the treatment might 
be and how I/my child might 
come off the medication... 

‘This is the standard I expect to 
be followed for our looked after 
children at the very least - with 
the challenge being made by 
either the looked after child’s 
carer and/or social workers.’ 

Cllr Bullock went on to site the 
case of a child who had been pre¬ 
scribed drugs to combat atten¬ 
tion deficit disorder and an anti¬ 
psychotic to stabilise emotional 
moods. 

He added: ‘There was absolutely 
no evidence that our social work¬ 


ers made any attempt to chal¬ 
lenge the doctor as any parent 
would. Even worse, it was com¬ 
pletely obvious that the social 
workers were familiar with the 
medication and saw absolutely 
no need for a second opinion. 

‘This is despite the child’s head- 
techer being very clear that the 
child did not in the head’s opin¬ 
ion suffer from ADHT.’ 

The county council statement 
said it took Cllr Bullock’s issues 
‘very seriously,’ but said it was 
‘confident we act appropriately in 
our corporate parenting duties.’ 

Council children’s and foster 
homes are investigated by Ofsted, 
while advice is also sought from 
the Royal Pharmaceutical Society 
of Great Britain. 

Anti-psychotic medication can 
only be prescribed by a consult¬ 
ant psychiatrist, with the coun¬ 
cil’s Centre of Health monitoring 
their appropriateness. 

But the council did assure Cllr 
Bullock it would look at its anti¬ 
psychotic drugs procedures 
afresh and compile a report on 
the ‘number of looked after chil¬ 
dren who have medication pre¬ 
scribed by a consultant psychia¬ 
trist.’

Roger Mendonca, interim chief 
executive of WNDC, added:

MRS L is 90-years-old. 

Until recently she lived in constant fear of 
her house being broken into as her back door 
was rotting. 

Widowed 16-years-ago the Northampton¬ 
shire pensioner could no longer rely on her 
husband, a second world war hero. 

But she could rely on the generosity of the 
corp which he served in. 

The Royal Anglian Regiment Benevolent 
Charity was able to pay for a new back door 
and redecoration, easing the worries of Mrs L’s 
senior years. 

This is just one example of how the Royal 
Anglian Regiment has looked after serving 
and former soldiers, as well as their families. 

Next month the regiment is taking part in a 
All the 4s’ sponsored walk to raise money for 
the benevolent charity. 

All the 4s’ stands for ‘4 the boys 4 the families 
4 the fallen 4 ever’ and is organised by 
Christine Bonner, whose son Corporal Darren 
Bonner was killed in Afghanistan in 2007. 

The walk takes place between August 14 and 
23, with participants walking 150 miles in ten 
days through five regimental counties, includ¬ 
ing Northamptonshire. 

It will pass through Northamptonshire on 
Tuesday, August 2 culminating in 
Northampton town centre. 

Mrs L is not the only Northamptonshire ben¬ 
eficiary of the charity. 

Mr M served for a total of 17 years and set¬ 
tled, after discharge, in the county, where he 
worked. A stroke then rendered him unable to 
work and he had to move house. 

He needed help to purchase items for his new 
home which the Regiment was able to give. 

Mr N served for a year before he was med¬ 
ically discharged. He is married and has a dis¬ 
abled daughter who intermittently loses the 
use of her leg. 

Their consultant recommended a wheel¬ 
chair, but the NHS could not supply one. They 
could not afford one, so the Regiment helped 
with the cost of a small lightweight wheel¬ 
chair.

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Hospital attempts 
to stop the spread

VISITING restrictions have 
been put in place at 
Northampton General Hospital 
to reduce the spread of swine 
flu. 

From Tuesday, NGH restricted 
visiting by allowing just two visi¬ 
tors per patient, and only 
allowed them an hour, between 
6pm and 7pm. 

Also, no children under the age 
of five are permitted onto the 
wards, unless there are excep¬ 
tional circumstances and a 
request made to the head nurse. 

Visitors to the maternity ward 
are also restricted to birthing 
partners only until further 
notice. 

All visitors are being made to 
use foaming hand sanitiser 
before and after visiting the 
wards. 

NGH deputy chief executive, 
Helen O’Shea, said: “Patient 
safety and the delivery of high 
quality care are our top priori¬ 
ties. Both we and Kettering 
General Hospital have robust 
plans in place to ensure we con¬ 
tinue to provide our services. 

“To help prevent the flu virus 
spreading we are restricting the 
number of visitors that each 
patient can have. We need peo¬ 
ple to act responsibly, so please 


do not attend the hospital’s 
Accident and Emergency depart¬ 
ment if you think you might have 
swine flu. 

“Our services will undoubtedly 


come under pressure over the 
coming weeks. We therefore urge 
the public to only use Accident 
and Emergency for genuine acci¬ 
dents and emergencies.” 


Help others beat the bug by heeding medical advice 


THE dangers of swine flu have 
again been highlighted by the 
Department of Health. 

There have been 29 deaths in 
the UK of people suffering from 
swine flu. So far, in the majority 
of cases, those individuals also 
suffered from underlying health 
conditions. 

The DH also announced that a 
national flu-line will be active 
soon for people with symptoms 
to call with more details avail¬ 
able next week. 

The swine flu virus, H1N1, is a 
mild form of flu and by July 16 
around 1,400 doses of anti-viral 
drugs had been prescribed to 
people in Northamptonshire 
with flu-like symptoms. 

Dr Sumina Azam, Specialist 
Registrar in Public Health from 
NHS Northamptonshire, said: 
“So far, most people have had 
mild to moderate symptoms and 
have been able to look after 
themselves at home. It is really 
important that people with 


symptoms do not go to hospitals, 
Accident and Emergency, GP 
surgeries or pharmacies where 
they could transfer the virus to 
people with other health condi¬ 
tions putting them at greater risk 
from the virus. People should 
only call 999 in an emergency. 

“NHS Northamptonshire is 
working closely with other 
healthcare services and there are 
now 14 anti-viral collection 
points across the county where 
flu-friends can collect anti-viral 
drugs after they have been 
authorised by a GP. 

“We need the public to be 
aware that anti-viral drugs will 
not be prescribed from Accident 
and Emergency in any 
Northamptonshire hospital.” 

If you are suffering from flu-like 
symptoms you should: 

■ Check if you are in a ‘high 
risk’ group; if you are your symp¬ 
toms may get worse. Contact 
your GP if you think you have 
swine flu. High risk people are 


defined as those over 65, chil¬ 
dren under five, people with 
chronic respiratory, heart, liver 
or kidney problems, chronic 
neurological disease, diabetes, or 
immunosuppression and preg¬ 
nant women. 

■ Telephone NHS Direct on 

0845 4647 or visit 

www.nhsdirect.nhs. uk to check 
whether you have the virus. 

■ Information is also available 
on the Swine Flu information 
line 0800 1513 513. 

■ You may be asked to tele¬ 
phone your GP so your medical 
records can be considered. 

■ You will be asked a number of 
questions and advised whether 
you are likely to be suffering 
from swine flu and if you need 
anti-viral drugs. Not everyone 
will need them. 

Because some people are not 
following medical advice and 
staying at home while experienc¬ 
ing symptoms, the virus contin¬ 
ues to spread.

A NEW child unit has been given the go- 
ahead to be built in Northampton. 

Northamptonshire Healthcare has 
received planning permission from the 
county council to construct the new pur¬ 
pose-built inpatient unit for children 
and young people. 

The Tier IV unit will be a single-storey 
ten-bed inpatient facility on the Princess 
Marina Hospital site, Northampton. 

It will provide a safe, supportive and 
therapeutic environment where children 
and young people aged 13 to 18 years will 
receive assessment and treatment for a 
range of mental health problems. 

Building of the new unit will be phased 
over a 32 week construction programme 
and began on Monday, luly 20, opening 
during April 2010. 

Construction works have already taken 
place with the demolition of 63 Nene 
House on the Princess Marina Hospital 
site where the new inpatient unit will be 
based. 

Alfred Hanson, head of child and ado¬ 
lescent services for the trust said: “I’m 
really proud of the aspirations from serv¬ 
ice users, their families and carers which 



have helped drive the design of the 
building. 

“This is an exciting time for 
Northamptonshire as it will be taking the 
lead in providing a new, purpose-built, 
state-of-the-art facility for the children 
and young people in the county.” 

Northamptonshire Healthcare NHS 
Foundation Trust became responsible 
for managing and providing a single 
countywide child and adolescent mental 
health service for the county in October 
last year.

A NEW service to help families in 
Northamptonshire with children with 
ADHD was launched by the British 
Red Cross last week. 

Action for ADHD’ has been funded 
by Northamptonshire County Council 
and will provide three support workers 
and a project worker. 

Working with professional agencies 
around the county, support workers 
will offer one to one practical and emo¬ 
tional support to families living with 
ADHD as well as sibling support.

“We intend to provide moral support 
and confidence to families at a time 
when many are at an all time low and 
desperate to find help and answers. 

“We are also confident that our help 
can take the pressure off statutory 
services.”

AUDIENCES will be splashing into 
the world of celebrity culture and 
reality TV as playwright Sir Alan 
Ayckbourn takes us off to sunny 
Spain. 

His 1988 play Man of the Moment is

A meeting of The Standards Review Sub-Committee 
took place on 12th May 2009 to consider an 
investigation report prepared for the Monitoring Officer 
into allegations made by Councillor Tony Clarke that 
Councillor Jane Hollis had improperly used her 
discretion as chair of Planning Committee meetings on 
30th July and 27th August 2008 to deny Councillor 
Clarke the right to speak. Councillor Clarke also alleged 
that at the meetings Councillor Hollis had allowed 
members of her own political group to speak in relation 
to a planning application even though the application 
was not in the ward they represented. Councillor Clarke 
alleged that this amounted to discrimination against him 
by Councillor Clarke and a failure to treat him with 
respect with the result that Councillor Hollis had 
brought her office or authority into disrepute. 
Councillor Clarke alleged that Councillor Hollis had as 
a result failed to comply with general obligations of the 
Code of Conduct for Members. 

After considering the findings contained in the 
Monitoring Officer’s report, the Standards Review Sub- 
Committee decided there was no breach by Councillor 
Hollis of the Code of Conduct for Members as alleged 
by Councillor Clarke or at all. 

SUMMARY OF THE MAIN REASONS FOR 
THE STANDARDS REVIEW SUB-COMMITTEE’S 
DECISION: 

The Committee found that Councillor Hollis had not 
conferred any advantage to Members of her own political 
party. Councillor Hollis was under the impression that on 
all counts, the speakers were Ward Councillors for the 
relevant areas. She had not conferred any disadvantage to 
Councillor Clarke because he had not had appropriate 
speaking rights and Councillor Hollis had been acting in 
good faith and on the advice of officers. 

The Committee further found that there had been no 
failure by Councillor Hollis to treat Councillor Clarke 
with respect as he had persisted in challenging 
Councillor Hollis’ authority as Chair of the meeting and 
the Committee felt that it was reasonable for Councillor 
Hollis to warn Councillor Clarke that he would have to 
leave so that Councillor Hollis could maintain control of 
the meeting.

Ex-Manchester United 
defender John Curtis was also 
in the starting line-up again 
after featuring in the weekend 
defeat at Corby Town and Gray 
now has some tough decisions 
to make. 

He said: “You can’t beat hav¬ 
ing enough good players on 
your books but unfortunately 
I’m working with a tight bud¬ 
get. 

“It’s a case of weighing up the 
options. We’re all ready at the 
front end, but we might just 
need a bit of width and a 
defender. 

“We’ve just got to have a little 
bit more strength in depth at 
the back and I just think today 
that John Curtis showed his 
quality on the ball and Chris 
his reading. 

“They were quality strikers 
they were up against but the 


disappointing thing is we lost 
the game having put in a good 
performance.” 

One trialist that has been 
signed on for the new League 
Two season is Billy McKay. The 
ex-Leicester City forward 
scored a spectacular overhead 
kick for Northampton’s goal 
against the Sky Blues and has 
agreed a one year deal. 

Gray said: “We had agreed 
before the game and he passed 
his medical so it’s a great boost 
for him. Obviously he’s gone 
out on the pitch full of confi¬ 
dence now he’s back into 
league football. We’ve got vari¬ 
ations in our strikers. 

“We’ve got a bit of experience 
in Steve Guinan and Bayo, and 
the likes of Gary Mulligan and 
Billy McKay gives us some¬ 
thing that goes on behind as 
well.” 

The Cobblers head to Stam¬ 
ford tonight for their latest pre¬ 
season game, with Sheffield 
Wednesday visiting Sixfields 
next Tuesday.
